May De Sousa, now stands in the very 
forefront of light comedy actresses in 
the Old Land and has just lately had 
the great honor done of being taken 
io Berlin for a season, 

The last big role that Miss Harrison 
had was in Clyde Kitel’s ‘The Hue 
Mouse,” in which she was the = firat 
actresa to be starred, 

The writer of the Toronto despatch 
announcing ber death said that her 
husband was Joseph Howard, a vaude- 
ville actor, So much for fame! Mr. 
Howard is perhaps the most success 
ful writer of comie opera muste that 
America has produced within the last 
decade. His long Hat of successes in-

the Royal Alexandra in Toronto? A 
syndicate of English and Canadian ew 
Pitallsts is intent upon building a chat 
of thirty new theatres in Canadian 
territory, 80 that English stares and 
companies, after achieving a fresh 
London success, may put in an entire 
season with profit in the Dominion 
alone, Canada's march ahead must be 
expressed in more than dollars,” 

The day when these things will be 
cannot come a bit too soon, We have 
received our dramatic attractions al- 
most exclusively from New York and 
he effect on our national development 
has been anything but good. There is 
no way in which Canadianism and tm- 
Perialiam can better be nurtured than 
in making a declaration of indepen- 
denge of our neighbors in these mat 
ters, for the influence of the stage per- 
meates our whole life as little else 
does, 


The remarkable development of the 
cinematograph has brought into being 
& new type of author, known aa the 
photo playwright, and to show how 
much his services are in demand it has 
only to be mentioned that in’ North 
America alone there are 600,000 peo- 
ple engaged in the moving pleture en 
terprises, ' 

Photo playwrights are divided into 
three classes, the professional, trained 
writer, the amateur who occasionally 
has a novel idea and is encouraged to 
keep at it by the scenario editors con 
nected with the motion pleture firma, 
and the would-be writer of no ability 
whatever, 

The plots come from all parts of the 
country and from all classes of people, 
They are in every conceivable form of 
writing and of English, Some of the 
best known film companion receive as 
many as 500 manuseripts a week, An 
overwhelming percentage of these of 
course are unavailable, 


Naturally playwrighting for the cine. 
matograph differs almost radically 
from other farms of authorship, and 
the chief poinis of difference have Juat 
been pointed out ty the scenario edi 
tor of the famous Kalem Company in 
sentences which it will pay all who 
intend going in for photo playwriting 
to study. The author, he saya, should 
ask himself, ‘ilow will this look upon 
the screen?” and he should know that 
it is not flowery language, but brief 
and concise specifications for original 
action, that appeal to the manufactur 
er, One source of failure to meet our 
demands is neglect to study the limb 
tations of the camera, 

The best instruction in scenario 
writing is from a careful study of the 
pictures themselves. An ambitious 
writer of intelligence will see that the 
main characters are few in number 
and introduced in an early scene: that 
something occurs Immediately to grasp 
the attention and offer an insight into 
the characteristics of the people con 
cerned; that a situation is not neces 
sarily dramatic because tt is true to 
life, but at the same time the most 
popular subjects are those taken from 
modern conditions containing dramat 
je qualities, 

He will also see that it makes no 
difference in a picture whether the 
brook is babbling, the birds are sing: 
ing in the treetops” or that “a prophet 
ic knowledge inclined his heart to mer 
cy,” ete, Book descriptions do not 
help the story at all. Described action 
alone tells the tale. And it must be 
remembered that the patrons of pic 
ture theatres will stand for anything 
except dullness, 

No matter how illiterate or poorly 
prepared a scenario may be, if the 
editor discovers a practical suggestion 
he will pay the author for it. The idea 
ie the thing Ghat counts, and for it the 
price varies according to the original 
ity and working up qualities it con. 
tains, There is no set price. From 
five dollars to five hundred and even 
more is pald for photoplays—not for 
length, breadth or thickness of the 
manuscripts, but for the real worth or 
the play and the dramatic interest tt 
may carry.

Mrs. Saunders in outlining plans for 
the year’s work stated that as many 
diseases are caused by the lack of 
cleanliness, it had been suggested that 
it would be a good idea to educate the 
mothers and house wives of the city 
on home sanitation, 

One room in each public school will 
be secured, if the board of education 
is willing, and doctors and others will 
give talks to the mothers of the dis 
trict. 

“If the mothers are taught how to 
koep their own homes and yards clean, 
then the whole city will become clean,” 
remarked Mrs, Saunders, 

It is probable Dr. Dunn, medical in 
spector of the schools, will be asked to 
coll @ meeting in one of the Public 
achools, in order that it may be seen 
how much Interest is taken.

“A good many people are unable to 
appreciate the economic wisdom 
shown by the city council in holding 
up the Collegiate Institute bylaw ¢i!! 
the municipal elections, By doing 
ao, it ie conceded the council stands 
to save a sum variously calculated 
at from $26 to $30; that Isto say, it 
would cost from $25 to $30 leas to take 
a vote on the bylaw at that time of 
the municipal elections than it would 
cost now, and a sum like $25 or $30 
ia not to be either sneered at or 
sneezed at, when the council is in an 
economical mood. 

It is true that by holding up the 
bylaw and saving the $26 or $30 tthe 
council rune the risk of losing = the 
Government grant to the Collegiate In 
atitute, amounting to $1,400 Some 
people, as has been said, find it dif 
cult to appreciate the wisdom of such 
economy; but that is, perhaps, be. 
cause they fail to get the point of 
view of the city council, You see, 
the council by holding up the bylaw 
actually does save from $25 to $30, 
and the chance to effect such a saving 
in not to be Haehtly ignored.

cil, The city council cannot be expect 
ed to look that far ahead, 

Of course, mind you, if the ratepay 
era would rather have the $1,400 than 
the $30, the council might be willing 
to accommodate them, if the vounell 
could be convinced that it would be 
better to have the $1,400 than the $20 
Of that we have the assurance of May 
or Welford, whose statement appears 
in this issue, The counef! is not immoy 
able, It is open to reason and to pres 
sure, See Mayor Welford's etetement 
It has simply grasped the thought of 
waving $30; but if anyone can show it 
that it would be better to save $1,400, 
the council might be induced to xive 
the matter some further consideration 
Aw for the council acting upon its own 
initiative and the urgent representa 
ti onaearless,-fthh 
tions already pressed upon it by the 
Board of Education, perhaps that is 
too much to expect 

Meantime there is nothing doing, ax 
the boys say, beyond the saving of 
the $30.
